IT  happens  mod  unfortunately  *  this 
year,  that  our  own  public  aftairs  not 
only  take  the  lend  among  thofe  of  Eu¬ 
rope,  but  have  in  a  great  degree  abfor-  * 
beil  all  other  mattcE  of  political  fpecu- 
Ution.  A  ceifation  feems  to  take  place 
in  the  animolities  and  deligns  of  other 
dates.  The  great  didurbers  of  man¬ 
kind  appear  to  forget  their  rapacity  and 
ambition,  whild  they  contemplate  the 
uew  and  unthuught*of  fpedtaclc  we  ex* 
hlhit  to  the  worlds  and  perhaps  eagerly 
predidt  the  advantages  which  they  may 
derive  from  its  fatal  confequtnces. 

It  need  fcarcely  be  mentioned,*  that 
the  unhappy  conted  in  which  we  arc  in¬ 
volved  with  our  colonies.  Is  the  event 
which  has  thus  excited  the  attention  of 
mankind.  Thofe  colonies,  which  were 
fo  long  our  drength  and  onr  glory, 
whofe  rapid  growth  and  adonilhing  irt- 
creafe  mocked  the  calculations  of  politi-

Claris,  and  ootdripped  tfaeTpeculatloht 
of  philofophers ;  thofe  colonics,  which 
equally  excited  the  apprehCnfions  of  our 
enemies,  and  the  envy  of  our  friends^ 
dill  attraft  the  eyes  of  the  worlds  to 
them  and  to  ut,  as  to  a  common  center  | 
but  prefent  a  very  different  appearance  of 
things  to,  obfervation*  Happy  will  It 
be;  if  this  general  attention  is  produc¬ 
tive  of  no  other  fentimeht,  than  the  ad¬ 
miration  which  arlfes  from  novelty,  or 
the  generous  fympathy.  which  feels  for 
the  miferies  of  mankind. 

The  penal  laws,  which  we  faw^^ffed 
in  the  laft  feihon.of  the  lad  parliament, 
relative  to  the  cdlofiy  of  Malfadiulrn’t 
Bay,  and  i%ere  intended  to  ope¬ 

rate  both  as  a  chadiihin'cnt  for  padjT and 
a  preventative  of  future  mifdcmeanora 
in  that  provincei  were  ’unfortunately 
nrodo^te  of  efiefts  v^  diffarent  frtwn 
thofe  w'hich  the  fanguine  promotera  of 
thofe  bills  had  hoped,  and  which  admi- 
nidratton  had  held  out  to*  the  nation. 
CHher  pufpofci  were  expedeef  from 
them  bcfidcf  ptinifhment  and  prevcfi- 
tion.  Tt  was  expeded;  that  the 
Up  of  the  port  of  Bodon  would  hpve 
been  naturally,  a  gratidcation  to  the 
jicighbooring  towns,  from  the  gyeit  be

ncfits  which  would  accrue  to  them,  hy 
the  iplitting  and  remoNinjr  of  its  com- 
nccrcc  ;  and  tliat  this  would  prove  a 
friritful  fourcc  of  jt^loufy  and  liifunion 
within  the  province.  It  was  alfo 
thought,  that  th«  particular  punifli- 
ment  of  that  province  would  not  only 
operate  as  an  eiwmple  ot  tenor  to  the 
other  colonies,  hut  that  from  the  felfilh 
net’s  and  malignity  incident  to  mankind, 
as  well  as  from  tlu  ir  comint)!!  jealoufies, 
they  >vonld  quietly,  refign  it  to  its  fate, 
and  enjoy  with  pleafure  any  beiielits 
they  could  derive  from  its  misfortunes. 
Thus  it  was  hoped,  that  hefides  their 
dire«Jl  operatii'n,  thefe  hills  would  cven- 
tu.illy  pro\e  a  means  of  elifiolviug  that 
l)and  of  union,  which  feemed  of  late  too 
mneh  to  prevail  amongft  the  colonies. 

The  3^.4  called  the  military  bill,  w’hich 
accoTupanictl  thofe  laws,  and  which  was 
fornud  to  fnpport  .tnd  encourage  the 
foldicry  ia  beating  down  .oil  puflible  rc- 
fift.-incc  to  the  other  a^ts,  it  was  ima¬ 
gined,  wquUl  voniplete  the  dt^figo,  and 
bring  the  colonics  to  a  perfed  fubmif- 
tiou.  In  confitlence  of  the  pcrfei:l4on  of 
this  plan  of  terrors,  puniihments,  and 
^egulat;ops,  and  of  the.large  force  by  lea 
and  land  (as  it  was  then  thought)  which 
was  fent  to  f*reugthcn  the  hands  of  go¬ 
vernment,  adminilhalion  repotVd  in  the 
nuul  perled  feeurity  ;  and  ended  the 
Ichion  in  the  inoft  triumphant  manner, 
aid  with  the  mutual  congratulations  of 
.all  coiVc^rned  in  thqfe  a«51s,  wh’ieh  may  be 
Will  leinembered,  and  which  we  have 
difciibed  in  our  laft  volume. 

The  e\en*,  in  all  thcle  cafes,  w’as 
however  very  ili.^erent.  The  neigH- 
houring  towns  difdained  every  idea  of 
j^rotiiiiig  in  any  degree  by  the  misfor¬ 
tunes  of  their  friends  in  Bndon.  The 
people  of  the  province,  iuftead  t)f  being 
ihakeif'by  the  coercive  means  wliich 
were  ufed  fern  their  ful^iigation,  joined 
the  more  hrmlv  together  to  brave  the 
dorm;  aod  feeing  that  thiirantient  con- 
dituiion  w.is  dcllroyedj  and  that  it  was 
ilcleimir.eil  to  deprive  them  of  thofe 
lights  which  th,.y  n.id  ever  been  taught 
to  revere  C’lcied,  and  to  deem  more 
v.du.ible  than  lile  itf  If,  tliey  determined 
at  all  c'lr.ts  to  prtfc.-M*  them,  or  to  pc- 
rilb  in  «  •  com.mon  ruin.  In  the  fame 
nunner,  the  I'thcr  colonies,  inlfead  of 
abaudoi  Ing,elungthe  ck>fer  to  ihiir  tlc- 
vnte<l  hrttr  as  tiu*  danger  increafed  ;  and 
thei.  HllvClion  and  fympatby  feemed  to 


rife  in  proportion  to  her  misfortunetaad 
fufferings. 

In  a  word,  thefe  bills  (as  h<ad  been  too 
truly  foretold  by  their  oppofers  at 
home),  iiiltead  of  anfw'ering  the  purpofirs 
for  which  they  w^erc  intended,  fpread  a 
general  alarnv  from  one  end  to  the  other 
of  the  continent,  and  became  the  ceipent 
of  a  (Iri^t  and  clofe  union  between  all 
the  old  colonies.  They  faid  it  was  now 
vifible,  that  charters,  grants,  and  efia* 
bliOied  ufages,  were  no  longer  a  protcc« 
tion  or  defence  ;  that  all  rights,  immu¬ 
nities,  and  civil  fecurilies,  miift  vanifli 
at  the  breath  of  an  adt  of  parliament. 
They  were  all  fenfible,  that  they  had 
been  guilty,  in  a  gr.cati;ror  le^er. degree, 
of  thofe  onpardonabit^  (ins  WKi(^  hid 
drawn  down  fire  upon  Boflon  ;  they  be¬ 
lieved,  that  vengeance,  though  delayed, 
was  not  remitted ;  and  that  all  the  mer¬ 
cy,  the  moft  favoured  or  the  leall  cul¬ 
pable.  could  expe^,  was  to  be  the  laft 
that  would  be  devoured^ 

Jt  nviy  be  remembered  in  the  laft  fef- 
(ion,  that  the  miniftcr  had  announced  in 
the  houfe  of  commons  the  appointment 
of  gen.  Gage  to  the  government  of  the 
province  of  Maiuichufett's  Bay,  and  to 
the  command  in  chief  cf  the  army  in 
Norih  America.  As  this  gentlemaiibad' 
borne  fevcral  command^  with  reputa¬ 
tion  in  that  part  of  the  world,  had  lived 
many  years  there,  and  had  fiifficient  op¬ 
portunities  of  acquiring  a  thofoiigli 
knowledge  of  the  people,  and  was 
well  approved  of  by  Uicm,  great  hoped 
were  formed  of.  the  happy  eftedls  which 
w.ould  have  rcfuUcd  from  his  adminiftr*- 
tipn  ;  and  it  is  little  to  be  doubted,  if 
his  appointment  had  been  at  a  happier 
time,  and  his  government  free  from  the 
ncccfiily  of  inforcing  meafurcs  which 
were  generally  odious  to  the  people, 
but  thefe  cj^pedations  would  have  b^Q 
anfwcrcd. 

The  jcaloufy  and  ill-blocxl  betwee® 
the  governors  and  governed  in  the  pfO- 
vince  of  Maffachiifett’s  Bay,  whiciwwe 
have  formerly  taken  notice  o(>  had  ever 
lince  continued.  The  houlc  of  repre- 
fentatives  had  prefented  a  petition  and 
rcmonflrancc  to  the  governor,  early  in 
the  fpring,  for  the  removal  of  Peter  Oli* 
ver,  Efij;  chief  jufticc  of  the  fr^cn^ 
court  of  judicature,  from  his  ofbcc;  thit 
requeft  not  being  complied  with,  thef 
exhibited  articles  of  impeachment  a- 
gainft  him,  of  high  crimts  and-  luifdc- 
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her  libci  tics.  Thef  beftdes’  expatiated 
on  the  impolicy,  iajtiftice,  inhumanity, 
and  cruelty  of  the  a^t,  and  appealed 
from  it  to  God  and  the  world.  '  • 

In  the  mean  time,  copies  of  the  aft 
were  multiplied  with  incredible  expedi* 
tion,  and  difpatchcd  to  every  part  of  the 
continent  with  equal  celerity.  Thefe 
had  the  effect  which  the  poets  aferibe  fo 
’  they  let  the  couhtri^ 
in  ^flame  through  which  they  palled* 

had  copies  of  the  bill  printed  upoh 
mourning-paper  w'ith  a  black  bordef,

1  here  w'as,  how^cver,  a  very  furpriling 
mixture  of  fobricty  with  this  fury ;  and 
a  degree  of  moderation  was  blended 
w’ith  the  cxcefs  into  which  the  people 
were  hurried. 

This  extraordinary  combuftioit  in  the 
minds  of  all  ranks  of  the  people  did  not 
prevent  the  governor’s  being  received 
with  the  iifiial  honours  at  Bofton:  The 
the  new  allcmbly  of  the  province  met  of 
courfe  a  few  days  after,  the  council,  for 
the  laft  time,  being  chofen  according  tp 
Tlic  governor  at  their 
g  more  liefore  them 
than  the  common  buhnefs  of  the  prd*> 
but  gave  them  rttilice  of  their  re¬ 
moval  to  the  town  of  SaUvn,  on  the  firft 
in  purfuance  of  the  late  a^t  of 
The  adembly,  to  evade 
this  meafure,  were  hurrying  through  tlic 
neccllary  bulinefs  of  the  fupplics  with* 
the  greateft  expedition,  that  they  might 
and  a  town-meeting  was  then  adjourn  themfelves  to  fuch  time 
,  ‘  r  as  they  thought  proper ;  but  the  govtT- 
this  fatal  nor  having  obtained  fome  inteUtgeneb 
of  their  intention,  adjourned  them  un* 
expectedly  to  the  7th  of  June,  then  to 
The  meet  at  Salem.  Previous  to  this  ad- 
thc  holding  of  the  joumment,they  had  prtfenieda  pctitioii 
‘  at  to  the  governor,  for  appointing  a  day  of 
general  prayer  and  falling,  which  he  did 
not  think  proper  to  comply  with. 

1h  the  mean  time,  provincial  or.towiv- 
i  were  held  in  every  parf'of  the 
in  which,  though  l?>tne  were 
nuich  more  temperate  than  others,  they 
all  concurred ‘in  exprelfmg  the  greateft

'I’he  governor  refufed  to  receive  the 
articles,  and  totally  difclaimed  all  autho¬ 
rity  in  himfelf  and  the  council  to  ad  as 
a  judicatory,  for  the  trial  of  any  crimes  Icmuity, 
or  mifdemeanors  whatever.  The  hoiife 
of  reprefentatives,  far  from  giving  up 
the  matter,  only  changed  their  mode  of 
attack  ;  and  the  governor  finding  that 
they  would  perlift  in  a  profecutioii  un¬ 
der  fome  form  or  other,  and  that  every 
new  attempt  would  onlyfervc  to  involve 
things  in  (till  greater  1  difficulty,  oral 
lead  to  incrcafcthc  animolity,  thought  it 
neceirary,  at  the  conclufion  of 
month  of  March,  to  dillblve  the  aflem 
bly.  •  1

town-meeting  wc  have  nientioned, 
wh)ch  refolutions  were  palfed,  and  or¬ 
dered  to  be  immediately  traiifmittcd  to 
the  other  colonies,  inviting  them  to  en¬ 
ter  into  an  agreement  to  Itop  all  imports  meetings 
and  exports  to  and  from  Great  Britain  continent  ^ 
and  Ireland,  and  every  part  of  the  Weft 
Indies,  until  the  ad  was  repealed,  as 
the  only  means  (they  faid)  that  wm 
for  the  lalvatioii  of  North  America  and 
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rence  of  the  new  nA,  and  a  condemna¬ 
tion  of  the  principles  on  which  it  w’as 
founded*  w  ith  a  refolution  to  oppofe  its 
effedts  in  every  manner,  and  to  fupport 
their  diftrclTcd  brethren,  who  were  to  be 
the  immediate  vi^ims. 

The  houGr  of  burgeflfes  of  the  province 
of  Virginia  appointed  the  firft  of  June, 
the  day  on  which  the  llofton  port  bill 
took  place,  to  be  fet  apart  for  failing, 
prayer,  and  humiliation,  to  implore  the 
divine  interpofition  to  avert  the  heavy 
calamity  which  threatened  deilruflion 
to  their  civil  rights,  with  the  evils  of  a 
civil  w’ar;  and  to  give  one  heart  and 
one  mind  to  the  people,  firmly  to  oppofe 
every  injury  to  the  American  rights. 
This  example  was  either  followed,  or  a 
fimihir  refolution  adopted,  almoA  every 
where,  and  the  firft  of  June  became  a 
general  day  of  prayer  and  humiliation 
throughout  the  continent. 

This  meafure,  however,  procured  the 
immediate  dilfolution  of  the  aftembly  of 
Virginia  ;  but  before  their  feparation,  an 
aftociation  was  entered  into  and  figned 
by  89  of  the  members,  in  w’hich  they 
declared,  that  an  attack  made  upon  one 
Colony,  to  compel  fubmiflion  to  arbitra¬ 
ry  taxes,  was  an  attack  on  all  Britilh  A- 
incrica,  and  threatened  ruin  to  the 
rights  of  all,  unlcfs  the  united  wifdoin 
<»f  the  whole  was  applied  in  prevention. 
They  therefore  recommended  to  the 
committee  of  ri)irtfj>ondence,  to  com- 
huinicate  witii  iht  fevcral  committees  of 
XX'tC  other  provinces,  on  the  expediency 
of  appointing  deputies  from  the  dift'e- 
rent  coloTiics  to  meet  annually  in  gene¬ 
ral  congrefs,  and  to  deliberate  on  thofe 
general  meafiires  which  the  united  intc- 
rerts  of  America  might  from  time  to 
lime  render  ncccftary.  They  concluded 
witli  a  declaration,  that  a  tender  regard 
for  the  interefts  of  their  fellow-fubjc^ts, 
the  merchants  and  maniifadurers  of 
Great  Britain,  prevented  them  from  go¬ 
ing  fiirthcr  at  that  time. 

At  Philadelphia,  about  ;^oo  of  the  In¬ 
habitants  immediately  met,  and  appoin¬ 
ted  a  committee  to  write  to  the  town  of 
Bofton.  Their  letter  was  temperate, 
but  firm.  They  acknowledged  the  difii- 
culty  of  offering  advice  upon  that  fad 
ix'catmn  ;  wilhed  firft  to  ha’  e  the  fenfe 
of  the  province  in  general  ;  id>ferved, 
that  all  lenient  applications  for  obtaining 
fedrels  thould  be  tried  before  recoin fe 
^as  had  to  extremities ;  that  it  might 
Jicihaps  be  right  to  take  the  feiife  of  a 


geoeral  congrefs,  before  the  defpcute 
meafure  of  putting  an  intire  ftop 
commerce  was  adopted ;  and  that  k 
might  be  right  at  any  rate  to  refenretkat 
meafure  as  the  laft  rcfourcc,  when  aU 
other  means  had  failed.  They  obfer- 
ved,  that  if  the  making  of  reftitutioo  to 
the  Eaft  India  company  fur  their  teat 
would  put  an  end  to  the  unhappy  con* 
troverfy,  and  leave  the  people  of  Boikia 
upon  their  antient  footing  of  conftitu< 
tional  liberty,  it  could  not  admit  of  a 
moment's  doubt  w'hat  part  they  (houkl 
aA  ;  but  it  was  not  the  value  of  the  tea, 
it  was  the  indefeafible  right  of  giving 
and  granting  their  own  money,  a  right 
from  w’hich  they  could  never  recede,  that 
was  now  the  matter  in  confideration. 

A  town-meeting  was  alfo  held  at  New 
York,  and  a  committee  of  correfpon 
dence  appointed  ;  but  they  were  as  yd 
in  general  very  temperate  in  their  con- 
dud  ;  and  government  had  a  much 
ftronger  intereft  in  that  colony  thao  in 
aity  other.  The  cafe  was  far  dif&itnt 
at  Annapolis  in  Maryland,  where  the 
people  of  that  city,  though  under  a  pro¬ 
prietary  government,  exceeded  the  ciher 
colonies  in  the  violence  of  their  refolu 
lions  ;  one  of  which  w’as  to  prevent  the 
carr)’ing  on  of  any  fuits  in  the  courts  of 
the  province  for  the  debts  which  were 
owning  from  them  in  Great  Britain.  Thii 
refolution,  however,  was  neither 
ted  nor  confirmed  by  the  provinoil 
meeting  which  was  held  foon  after;  uof 
was  it  any  where  carried  into  pradict*

A  MAN  who  is  himfelf  cool  and  Wh 
prejudiced ;  wlio  has  confidcfcd 
the  refpedive  claims  of  the  parent  coOR- 
try  and  of  the  colonics  w*ith  attentio*W 
is  in  fome  degree  aftoniflicd  at  rcadiBI 
many  of  the  arguments  that  have 
protUiccd  by  the  favourers  of  AmericJ 
in  the  prefent  conteft.  One  who  has  * 
fincere  love  for  liberty— who  wiftieswdl 
to  the  caufe  of  humanity,  and  isdefiroW 
of  promoting*  the  general  happineft  » 
mankind,' can  eafily  form  an  idea  of  cer¬ 
tain  abufes  in  the  government  of  tk** 
colonies  that  might  deferve  to  be  CU^ 
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rcM,  and  of  dcfcds  in  their  political 
anAnpement  that  might  require  to  be 
redihed.  Had  the  colonifts,  with  tem¬ 
per  and  moderation,  pointed  out  thefe 
abufes  or  defedts,  and  ihowed  that  they 
were  dchroiis  of  having  them  remedied 
by  fiich  alterations  as  deliberate  wifdom 
jniglit  diredt,  it  is  not  to  be  doubted  but 
iliai  all  the  calm  and  dilinterefted  part 
of  tlic  nation  would  have  efpoufed  their 
caufe,  and  have  compelled  the  mioiftry 
to  comply  with  their  requefts,  even  if 
they  fimuld  have  been  as  tyrannical  and 
wicked  as  they  with  to  reprefent  them. 

I  can  at  lead  anfwer  for  myfelf,  that,  as 
f.ir  as  mv  influence  could  have  extend¬ 
ed,  they  fliould  in  that  cafe  have  had  it.; 
blit  when  they  themfelves,  with  an  in¬ 
tern  pi  rate  fury,  complain  of  evils  that 
t  ither  do  not  at  all  exift,  or  are  merely 
44'  their  own  creating — and  when  the 
writers  they  employ  endeavour  to  per¬ 
plex  the  underftanding  by  fophiftical 
arguments  and  abfurd  dediuftions,  the 
man  of  common  fenfe  becomes  Ihockcd 
at  the  attempt,  and  their  mod  fincerc 
wellu  ilhcrs,  if  uninfluenced  by  party  or 
felf-intered,  arc  obliged  to  abandon 
them  as  unrealonable  political  bigots  4t 
bed. 

The  writers  in  favour  of  the  colonies 
f(»metimes  complain  of  Britain  as  having 
power  only,  and  no  right  over  the  colo¬ 
nies — She  is  a  great  and  rigorous  defpot 
who  is  able  tocrufli  the  inhabitants,  but 
rot  tt)  fubdue  their  fpirits.  This  fa¬ 
vours  their  argument  at  the  time.  On 
.^nother  occalion  Britain  is  reprefented 
as  weak,  and  utterly  incapable  to  cope 
with  the  Americans  in  arms,  who  arc 
faid  to  be  not  only  capable  of  redding 
the  whole  force  of  Britain,  hut  of  all 
Europe,  w’erc  they  combined  againd 
them  *.  Would  to  God  they  had  been 
pofl'elTed  of  a  hundredth  part  of  that 
power  twenty  years  .igo,  we  would  have 
been  freed  from  the  expence  and  trouble 
of  a  very'  bloody  war,  undertaken  folcly 
in  their  defence. 

Perhaps  a  reverend  calculator  f ,  yvho 
has  become  a  w’arm  parti zan  of  the  A- 
n  cricans,  will  not  be  looked  upon  as  an 
able  planner  of  military  operations — and 
it  is  podible  he  would  rot  have  gone  fo 
far  out  of  his  own  fpherc  as  to  attempt

As  the  greatefl:  ufe  of  the  lon¬ 
gitude  is  to  prevent  thefe  accidents,  any 
method  Ivy  which  a  mariner  may  be  in¬ 
formed  or  his  being  within  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  of  fome  coaft,  will  fo  far  an-' 
fwer  the  purpofe  as  to  fecure  his  fafety.

Sea  water  w'ill  be  found 
lighter,  c.r  of  lefs  gravity,  near  a  coalt 
than  at  a  greater  diftance  from  it,  be- 
caufe  not  fo  fait,  efpecially  on  the  coaft 
of  America,  by  reafon  of  the  numerous 
rivers  which  empty  themfelv(?s  into  the 
main  ;  wherefore,  a  captain  with  a  little 
philofuphical  knowledge^  and  an  hydro¬ 
meter,  might,  in  the  darkeft  night,  tell 
wlien  he  was  approaching  the  coalt,  by 
trying  the  gravity  of  the  water.

A  Specimen  of  Rural  Felicity, 

Having  been  eameltly  invited  by  a 
friend  who  has  long  lived  in  the 
hurry  of  buftntis  ip  ihit  metropolis,  to 
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fpend  a  week  with  him  at  his  rural  ha¬ 
bitation  about  forty  miles  from  it,  I  fet 
out  a  few  days  a^o,  and  promifed  my* 
fcif  no  fmall  i‘ati8ta<^ion  in  fo  plcatant  an’ 
excnrfion ;  eagerly  longing,  like  one 
**  in  populous  city  pent,*^  to  retire  frp***^ 
the  “  biify  hum  of  men,”  and  enjoy 
that  delightful  tranquillity  which  is  to 
be  met  with  at  a  diilancc  from  the 
mum  JlrePitumqnc  Romee,  the  DOifc  and 
fmoke  or  a  capital — to  hear  the  mower 
whet  his  fey  the  in  a  morning,  to  lit  un¬ 
der  the  lha(!e  of  a  fpreading  oak  at  noon, 
and  to  wander  tlirough  fragrant  bean- 
fields  in  an  evening,  liltening  to  the  love¬ 
lorn  nightingale,  with  my  mind  full  of 
the  rural  fcencry  around  me.  I  alm<»fl 
wiihed  indeed,  fo  ardent  was  my  defirc 
to  be  mpeated,  that  the  horfes  which 
drew  me  had  wings, — Imagination  had 
painted  my  fiiend*s  paradifaical  fpot  in* 
fuch  glowing  colours,  that  I  thought 
every  minute  an  hour  till  I  arrived  at  it. 
The  /cite  i>f  his  villa,  indeed,  and  the 
furroiinding  profpeCts,  were  extrjemely 
piClutefijue.  The  htmfe  Itood  juft  at 
the  entrance  of  a  wood,  which  defend¬ 
ed  it  from  the  north-e.ill  winds ;  and 
there  was  a  fine  green  before  it,  on, 
which.

As  I  came 
down  merely  to  enjoy  retirement  and 
tranquillity,  I  could  have  difpeitfed  with 
a  fmaller  circle  ;  but,  as  polifcnefii  pre-^ 
vented  tlu.*  difeovery  of  my  fmfarions,  I 
fmiicd,  bowed,  and  alfenied,  with  de^ 
cent  civility,  to  every  fy liable  which  the 
five  ladies  thought  proper  to  utter, 
withotJt  intermiflUon,  though  they  al¬ 
moft  cracked  the  drum  of  my  ear  by  the 
perpetual  and  fonorous  rotation  of  their 
ttmgiies.

ders,  and  particularly  to.

Banks  of  Air,  Aug.  9. 

^ebec,  June  18.  1776. 
Dear  Father, 

WROTE  you  the  14th  ult.  informing 
you  of  my  welfare,  wherein  I  promi- 
fed  you  a  particular  account  of  our  pro¬ 
ceedings  during  the  winter,  which  I 
fhall  now  endt?avour  to  give  you  in  at 
conc'ife  a  manner  as  poflible. 

Laft  fall,  while  the  fiege  of  St  John^s 
ingrofled  our  whole  attention,  a  party  of 
the  rebels,  under  the  command  of  col. 
Arnold,  amounting  to  600  men,  came 
dircdly  through  the  woods  from  Bof- 
too  ;  a  road  that  had  never  been  trod 
by  the  foot  of  man  before,  and  (always 
deemed  impracticable.  They  arrived 
here  in  the  month  of  0<5tober ;  and,  as 
all  the  troops  in  the  country,  except  a- 
bout  250  recruits,  under  the  command 
of  col.  Maclean,  were  in  fort  St  John's 
and  Montreal,  which  about  that  time 
furrendered  to  gen.  Montgomery,  col. 
Arnold  of  courfe  expected  to  enter  the 
gates  of  Quebec  without  oppofition  ; 
and  ftill  more  fo,  as  he  was  informed 
that  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants 
Were  friends  to  the  American  caufe. 

On  the  firft  news  of  his  arrival  in  the 
country,  the  militia  of  the  town  were 
called  forth  to  actual  duly ;  and  every 
man,  from  the  age  of  hxtecn  to  fixty, 
obliged  to  carry  arms.  Here  did  our 
toils  and  fatigues  begin.  We  imme¬ 
diately  fet  about  mounting  cannon  all 
round  the  walls,  and  took  every  polTible 
method  to  put  ouifclves  in  the  bcjl  ftate 
of  defence  our  fituation  would  admit  of. 
Trade  w'as  now  intlreiy  laid  alide,  arid 
our  whole  attention  was  drawn  towards 
tec  defence  of  the  garrifou.  Col.  Ar- 
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nold  was  informed,'  by  fomc  perfofi  wh© 
left  the  town,  that  the  militia  woUW  ne¬ 
ver  fight;  that  he  had  only  to  ^ovr 
himfelf  before  the  town,  and  th^ 
would  immediately  be  opened  to  him* 
Accordingly,  on  the  17th  of  November, 
he  drew  up  all  his  men  oft  the  plain!  of 
Abraham,  within  600  yards  Of  the  walU^ 
and  gave  us  three  hnzzas  ;  but,  inftekd 
of  opening  our  gates  to  him,  vve  gave 
him  a  difeharge  of  oiir  cannon,  which 
made  him  and  his  party  take  to  their 
heels,  not  at  all  plcalcd  with  the  recep¬ 
tion  they  had  got.  He  now  plainly  faw 
we  intended  to  defend  ourfelves ;  and^' 
as  his  party  confifted  only  of  600  m^n, 
he  was  afraid  we  would  make  a  falljr 
upon  him  (forw'c  had  atthis  time  about 
1000  men  that  bore  arms  in  town) ;  for, 
befides  the  fuperiority  of  our  numbers, 
his  men  wanted  ammunition,  they  ha¬ 
ving  expended  moft  of  what  they  had 
brought  from  Bofton  in  theit  march 
through  the  w’oods ;  and  confiderin^ 
the  hardihips  and  difficulties  they  had 
underw'ent  in  fuch  a  long  and  fatigtiiftg 
journey,  they  were  not  at  all  in  a  capa¬ 
city  to  hazard  an  engagement  with  ftt : 
For  thefe  reafons  col.  Arnold  thought 
proper  to  withdraw  from  before  .the 
town,  and  having,  with  his  men,  march¬ 
ed  up  the  river,  joined  gen.  Montgome¬ 
ry's  army,  which  confifted  of  about 
2000  men.  Montgomery  had  now  got 
pofteftion  of  St  John’s,  Chamblee,  and 
Montreal,  and  wanted  nothing  but  this 
place  to  complete  the  conqueft  of  all 
Canada. 

Whilft  Montgomery's  army  were  on 
their  march  againft  us,  xve  w'crc  employ¬ 
ed  in  bringing  in  all  the  provifions  .and 
cattle  we  could  find  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood,  for  the  ufe  of  the  gamfon  ;  fo 
that,  before  he  could  get  down,  we  had, 
with  much  induftry,  colle^cd  provifions 
for  near  nine  months.  At  this  time 
there  were  a  good  many  merchant^ (hips 
in  the  harbour,  befides  the  Lizard,  A' 
frigate  of  28  guns,  and  the  Hunter  floop 
of  war  of  18  guns  :  Thefe  (hips  were  all 
laid  up,  and  the  Tailors  brought  aOiore, 
who  formed  a  body  of  450  men  ;  300  of 
the  Britift)  militia,  550  of  the  French' 
militia,  and  250  of 'Maclean's  regiment, 
compofed  the  whole  ftrength  of  our  gar- 
rifon  ;  in  all  about  2550  men. 

On  the  3d  of  December,  Montgon^c^ 
ry's  army  arrived  before  the  town. 
They  imtacdlAlely  took  pofleflion  of  all 
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the  country  round,  and  cut  off  all  com¬ 
munication,  or  means  of  receiving  intel¬ 
ligence  or  fupplies  of  any  kind,  think¬ 
ing  by  that  means  to  ftarve  ns  out,  as 
they  at  firft  entertained  a  notion  that 
we  were  in  great  want  of  provifions, 
and  confequcntly  would  be  obliged  to 
fmrender  in  a  Ihort  time.  Being  thus 
ihiit  up,  w'c  were  all  employed  in  re¬ 
pairing  the  walls,  whu  h  had  been  much 
neglected  for  fome  years  palt ;  and  the 
guns  of  the  Li/ard  and  Hunter  were 
dragged  to  the  ramparts  molUy  by  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town  ;  fo  that,  before 
the  middle  of  December,  we  had  iip- 
w'ards  of  150  pieces  of  cannon  mounted 
round  the  garrifon,  and  the  walls  in 
pretty  good  repair. 

The  enemy  feeing  fuch  ftrong  prepa¬ 
rations  for  a  defence,  and  being  convin¬ 
ced,  by  fome  people  who  deferted  from 
fis,  that  wc  were  in  no  want  of  provi¬ 
fions,  they  found  it  neceflary  to  fall  on 
fome  other  methoil  to  diftrcis  ns.  Ac¬ 
cordingly,  in  the  night  of  the  loth  of 
Deci  mln  r,  they  began  a  battery  on  the 
plains  of  Abraham,  within  6co  yards  of 
tlic  wails  ;  and,  on  the  night  of  the  nth, 
they  threw  in  about  fifty  lliells  into  the 
town,  which,  liowever,  did  rvo  material 
damage.  They  lilccwife  fent  parties  of 
Tilk  men  into  the  fuburbs,  who,  under 
cover  of  the  houfes,  kept  firing  at  every 
body  they  could  fee  upon  the  walls,  by 
which  means  feveral  were  killed,  and  a 
number  wounded.  Wc  cannonaded 
their  woiks  very  brilkly  in  the  day-time, 
which  retarded  them  much  in  their  pro- 
grefs,  and  the  frofl  and  fnow  being  now 
verv  !..ud,  they  found  much  difficulty  in 
cotupicating  their  battery.  Their  riPc- 
men  in  the  fuburbs  annoyed  us  much, 
an«l  every  night  wc  li.id  a  few  ll’clls 
frem  them,  which  fet  fire  to  fcveral 
h  iM'cs,  but  it  was  always  providentially 
c'tinguilhed  before  it  came  any  length. 
Petore  the  end  of  December  they  had 
t.  iown  no  lefs  than  550  Ihells  into  the 
t  j\Mi  ;  and,  which  is  very  extraordina¬ 
ry,  only  one  man  was  killed  by  them. 

On  the  morning  «)f  the  15th,  they  o- 
pened  their  battery,  which  conlilteii  of 
live  guns  ttw  <*lve  pounder^).  They  fired 
>.  ry  fmartly  into  the  town  all  the  inor- 
i.ing,  and,  about  ten  o’clock,  they  fent  a 
P  of  truce  to  fummon  us  tt)  furrender, 
thinking  that  their  battery  and  Ihclls 
wouKl  have  intimidated  the  inhabitants  ; 
blit  llie  flag  we  would  not  ai'.init  into 
llie  town.  Wc  luld  them  we  would  not 


treat  with  rebels^  nor  furrciider  the  gir- 
rifon  to  them  on  any  terms  they  hid  h 
their  power  to  offer;  and  that  they 
needed  not  return  again,  unlefii  it  wai 
to  deliver  up  their  arms,  and  implort 
the  king's  mercy.  1 

This  haughty  behaviour  on  our  part 
(as  they  termed  iO  gave  them  great  of¬ 
fence  ;  and  they  fwore  we  (hould  pay 
dear  for  our  infolence.  As  ibon,  there¬ 
fore,  as  the  flag  was  gone,  the  firing  be¬ 
gan  on  both  fides,  and  a  warm  canno¬ 
nade  was  kept  up  the  whole  forenoon 
without  intermiflion  ;  but  towards  nighfr 
the  fuperiority  of  our  fire  became  very 
vilible,  as  the  enemy  were  fcveral  time# 
drove  from  their  guns,  and  their  battery 
w'as  fo  much  fhattered  and  torn,  that 
they  were  obliged  to  abandon  it,  and 
run  off.  During  the  night  they  repair¬ 
ed  it  a  little,  and  in  the  morning  the  fi¬ 
ring  was  renewed  on  both  Tides ;  but, 
before  twelve  o'clock  noon,  we  dif- 
mounted  two  of  their  guns,  and  one  of 
their  ammunition  chefis  was  blown  up 
by  fome  fliells  which  we  threw  into  the 
battery,  which  put  them  in  great  confu- 
lion.  They  fired  very  fcldom  during 
tile  reft  of  the  day,  and  before  night 
were  intirely  filcnccd. — Their  battery 
being  now  demoliflied,  they  determined 
to  ftorm  the  town  in  the  night ;  which 
refoliition  was  made  know’ii  to  us  by  a 
dei'erter  ;  on  which  it  was  ordered  that 
one-third  of  the  garrrfon  ihould  be  on 
guard  every  night ;  fo  that  at  this  time 
we  had  two  nights  in  bed,  and  one  on 
guard,  which  we  then  thought  very  hard 
duty  ;  but  it  was  only  a  prelude  to  what 
was  referved  for  us. 

The  fnow  was  now  fo  very  deep  on 
the  ground,  that  in  fome  places  it  was 
on  a  level  with  the  walls ;  and  being  ap- 
piifed  of  the  enemy's  intentions  to  at¬ 
tack  U8,  every  man  off  duty  was  daily 
employed  in  Ihovelling  this  away,  and 
deep  ditches  w'crc  cut  in  the  fnow  to 
obllriKft  their  approaches ;  at  every  fall 
of  which  our  cannon  and  walls  were  co¬ 
vered  over,  onr  ditches  intirely  filled 
up,  and  onr  work  to  do  over  a^ain.  As 
wc  were  all  equally  interefted  in  the  de¬ 
fence  of  the  garrifon,  no  man  was  ex¬ 
empted  from  this,  or  any  other  part  of 
duty  ;  and,  as  the  falls  of  fnow  were  ve¬ 
ry  frecpicnt,  it  was  confeqnenlly  a  work 
which  continued  all  winter. 

I'lic  aid  of  IX'cembcr  we  were  in¬ 
formed  that  the  enemy  w’cre  preparing 
to  attack  us  in  a  few  nights,  and  for  that 
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purpofe  they  had  provided  300  ladders, 
a  quantity  of  fpcars,  and  other  inftrii- 
mc*nts,  for  the  attack  :  Accordingly  half 
of  the  men  in  the  garrifon  were  ordered 
for  guard  in  the  night,  and  the  other 
half  to  affemblc  at  certain  houfcs  ap¬ 
pointed  for  that  purpofe,  there  to  fleep 
in  their  cloaths  and  accoutrements,  rea¬ 
dy  at  a  moment's  warning.  From  this 
to  the  2cyth  we  had  a  number  of  falfe 
alarms,  wliich  obliged  every  man  to  turn 
out,  and  harrafled  us  extremely ;  but 
the  critical  fituation  of  affairs  made  it 
neccnaiy  for  us  to  be  ftridly  on  our 
guard,  to  prevent  a  furprife. 

On  the  morning  of  the  31ft  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  they  attacked  us  at  the  two  oppo¬ 
site  ends  of  the  lower  town.  It  would 
he  in  vain  to  give  you  a  particular  de- 
feriptiou  of  the  attack,  unlefs  you  was 
acquainted  v-ith  the  fituation  of  the 
ground,  ami  ftreets  of  the  town,  &c. 
(Befides,  you  would  probably  fee  the 
affair  deferibed  in  your  news-papers): 
Suffice  it  to  fay,  however,  that  the  re- 
fult  of  this  afl’air  was  the  enemy's  being 
repulfed,  with  the  lofsof  about  100  men 
killed,  and  450  wounded  and  taken  pri- 
foners.  Amongft  the  killed  were  gen. 
Montgomery,  his  aid-de-camp,  and  four 
or  five  other  officers  of  diflindtion,  be- 
fivles  about  forty  of  their  belt  officers 
were  made  prifoners.  Col.  Arnold  was 
wounded  in  the  leg,  and  earned  off  in 
the  beginning  of  the  adion.  The  lofs 
on  our  lide  was  quite  inconfiderable,  as 
we  had  only  eight  or  ten  men  killed, 
and  a  few  wounded.  After  the  prilo- 
iiers  were  frciired,  a  party  of  the  garri- 
fon  went  out,  and  brought  in  their  mor¬ 
tars,  a  quantity  of  fliclls,  one  piece  of 
cannon,  and  fet  fire  to  part  of  the  fub- 
urbs,  to  prevent  their  coming  fo  near 
the  walls  under  cover  of  the  houfcs. 

This  defeat  difticartened  them  great¬ 
ly,  and  numbers  of  their  men  defexted, 
and  came  into  town  ;  fome  laid  down 
their  arms  and  refufed  to  ferve,  fo  that 
after  this  affair  their  army  was  very 
weak :  their  general  being  killed,  and 
fuel)  a  number  of  their  officers  wounded 
and  prifoner!i,wc  were  very  little  afraid  of 
a  fecond  attack  for  fome  time ;  the  only 
thing  we  were  in  want  of  was  fire¬ 
wood,  an  article  which  is  abfohitely  ne- 
celfary  in  this  climate,  in  the  winter  fea- 
fon.  Every  man  in  the  garrifon  was 
therefore  ordered  ^ut  into  the  fuburhs 
to  cut  <lown  what  houfcs  remained,  and 
bring  the  wood  into  llie  town,  t|ir  inha¬ 


bitants,  with  their  cffcAs,  having  all  re¬ 
moved  to  the  country.  Wc  brought  in- 
a  good  quantity  the  firft  day  $  but  the 
enemy,  who  took  every  opportunity  to 
diftitffs  us,  fent  a  party  of  men  in  the 
night,  who  fet  fire  to  the  houfcs,  and 
before  morning  they  were  intirely  burnt 
to  the  ground. 

Nothing  remarkable  happened  in  the 
months  of  January  and  February,  as 
the  enemy  were  not  in  a  fituation  to  at¬ 
tack  us.  On  the  contrary,  they  were 
much  afraid  of  our  fallying  out  upon 
them,  which  had  wc  done,  it  is  more 
than  probable,  we  might  have  intirely 
routed  them  ;  but  the  general  very  hii- 
manely  faid,  that  he  valued  the  life  of 
one  ot  his  loyal  citizens  more  than  of 
twenty  rebels,  and  our  ^oing  out  might 
be  the  means  of  lofing  fome  ufrful  lives, 
even  fuppoiing  we  did  fuccee^d  ;  for  thU 
reafon  we  always  kept  within  the  walls* 
One  third  of  the  garrifon  was  continual¬ 
ly  on  guard,  to  prevent  any  furprife,  and 
the  reft  daily  employed  in  keeping  the 
ramparts  and  ditches  clear  of  fiiow, 
which,  conlidcring  the  feverity  of  the 
weather,  might  be  juftly  reckoned  the 
hardeft  part  of  our  duty. 

About  the  beginning  of  March,  we 
umlerftood  by  the  concurrent  accounts 
of  deferters  and  fpics,  that  the  enemy  in«> 
tendedtomakea  fccoiid  attack  foonithat 
they  had  received  large  reinforcements 
from  the  array  at  New-York,  and  that 
they  were  near  3000  men  ftrong.  On 
this  intelligence,  wc  took  every  method 
W'hich  human  Invention  could  fuggefi, 
to  fortify  and  fcciirc  ourfclves  againft 
any  attempt  they  might  make,  as  wc 
were  credibly  inf^ormed  that  their  or* 
ders  were  to  fpare  neither  men,  women, 
norchildren,wheu  they  pot  into  the  town* 
We  laboured  theieforc  inceffantly  to  get 
our  ramparts  and  ditches  kept  clear  of 
fnow,  and  our  cannon  In  conftant  good 
order.  One  half  of  the  garrifon  were 
confiantly  on  puard,  and  the  other  half 
altembled  at  night  at^  certain  hoiifes, 
where  they  (Icpt  in  their  cloaths  and  ac¬ 
coutrements.  Wc  continued  at  this 
rate  all  the  month  of  March,  in  expedta* 
tion  of  being  attacked  every  night,  du¬ 
ring  which  lime  the  enemy  fent  parties 
to  alarm  us  continually,  and  tried  every 
method  in  llietr  power  to  harraft  and 
weary  ns  out ;  but  at  laft  we  heard  lliat 
they  had  altered  their  refolution,  and  in¬ 
tended  to  delay  the  attack  for  fome 
time.  Accordingly  about  the  latter  end 
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of  March,  they  began  a  battery  at  Point  to  receive  them  for  fomc  nights  paft,  on 
Lewis  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river,  which  they  delayed  the  attack,  making 
oppofitc  the  lower  town,  but  before  falL*  alarms  every  night,  in  order  to  harr 
they  could  complete  it,  we  had  raifed  a  rafs  and  weary  us  out.

POLAND. 

Warfav/^  July  27.  **  The  following 

are  the  particulars  of  what  paffed  at 
Chichanow  between  the  Ruffians  and 
the  Poles,  about  the  ele^ion  of  nun¬ 
cios.  The  ektifion  at  Chichanow,  at 
in  many  other  places,  was  double,  on 
account  of  the  two  prevailing  fa^ons. 
Zeliniki,  one  of  the  nuncios  of  the  par¬ 
ty  oppofed  to  the  king,  lodged  in  the 
fame  convent  with  his  antagonift,  who 
had  invited  the  Ruffian  commanding 
officer  to  that  place  to  Vifit  him.  The 
officer  came  accordingly  with  only  four 
foidicro,  but  placed  twelve  more  not  iar 
from  the  convent.  The  Ruffian  officer 
in  feeking  for  his  acquaintance’s  apart¬ 
ment  pafled  that  of  Z<^liniki,  who,  ima¬ 
gining  that  he  was  gojng  to  be  anefted, 
ruffied  out  at  the  head  of  his  people 
with  drawn  fabres,  and  fell  upon  the 
officer,  who  defended  himfelf  with  hu 
fword ;  biit  the  four  men  he  had  witli 
him,  and  the  twelve  others  who  came 
to  his  affiftance,  were  all  killed*  Ai 
foon  as  this  was  noifed  abroad  150 
Ruffians  came  and  fell  upon  the  Poles, 
and  difperfed  them,  after  killing  fort/ 
gentlemen,  among  whom  was  ^liniki 
himfelf,  who,  it  is  (aid,  at  the  moment  of 
his  death  repented  of  what  he  had  done.

!  powder,  arms,  and  ammunition;  yet, 

I  as  it  may  be  poflible,  that  evil  difpofed 
pcrfons,  from  feditious  and  lucrative 
motives,  may  attempt  to  fupply  the  re¬ 
bels  with  thcfe  things  ;  I  do  hereby  mqlk 
ftridly  enjoin  you  to  ufe  your  bell  en¬ 
deavours  for  the  prevention  thereof, 
and  for  the  difeovery  of  the  offenders.

Barhadoesy  *fune  23.  **  I  have  made 
no  crop  thefe  two  years,  and  found  my 
cllatc  in  a  miferable  condition,  the 
country  in  general  burnt  up  from  many 
,  nionths  fevere  dry  weather  ;  no  corn  to 
he  purchafed  for  money,  and  fait  provi- 
lions,  the  principal  fupport  of  the  inha¬ 
bitants,  at  an  immoderate  price.  The 
lower  fort  of  white  people  are  near  llar- 
'’uig,  and  many  of  the  blacks  quite  fo. 
Several  ellatcs  that  have  two  or  three 
hundred  people  have  nothing  to  give 
^hem  ;  labour  may  be  had  in  plenty  for 
'i<5tiials  only.  Our  profpe<ft  is  melan¬ 
choly,  and  a  few'  weeks  will  make  it 
more  terrible  than  can  be  delcnbed, 
having  great  rcafon  to  dread  a  famine. 


I  dare  not.  quit  here,  as  my  prefence 
keeps  my  people  in  temper.  I  wrote  to 
Briffol  and  London  four  weeks  pad, 
and  ordered  1000  bulhels  of  beans,  and 
(hall  be  able,  by  reducing  my  people  to 
(liort  allowance,  to  feed  them  eight 
weeks  longer,  near  which  time  1  am  im 
hopes  of  receiving  my  beans.”

“  A  few  hours  ago  I  returned  from 
Montreal  and  Trois  Rivieres,  having 
been  in  full  chace  of  the  rebel  army, 
who  narrowly  efcaped  all  being  taken 
prifoners ;  we  have  however  killed  a 
great  number,  and  have  fecured  Ibmc 
hundreds  of  the  runaways.

“  WHEN,  in  the  courfc  o"  human 
events,  it  beconaes  necefVary  for  one 
people  to  dilfoivc  the  political  bands 
wliidi  Ivtvc  conncdlcd  them  wdth  ano¬ 
ther,  and  to  adume  among  the  powers 
of  the  earth  the  feparate  and  equal  Ra¬ 
tion  to  which  the  law’s  of  nature  and  of 
nature’s  God  intitle  them,  a  decent  re* 
fped  to  the  opinions  of  mankind  re¬ 
quires  that  they  ilionid  declare  the 
caufes  which  impel  them  to  the  fcpai*a- 
lion.

ENGLAND. 

London,  August  3. — /oio. 

A  letter  from  a  gentleman  at  Phib- 
delphia  fays,  “  You  have  no  doubt  heard  <  • 
that  the  Indians  have  declared  in  favour  • 
of  America.  1  can,  however,  afliire  you 
they  have  abfolutely  refufed  to  oppofe 
the  great  king.  The  congrefs  ufed  eve¬ 
ry  art  that  could  be  devifed  to  induce 
them  to  take  up  the  hatchet,  but  to  no 
purpofe,  I  was  prefent  at-a  talk  held 
oy  the  deputies  from  the  congrefs  with 
the  chiefs  of  the  fix  nations,  about  three  • 
months  fince,  and  was  exceedingly  plea- 
fed  with  the  gratitude  and  honeft  fim- 
plicity  of  an  ignorant  and  unpolifhed 
people.  Finding  they  could  not  by  fair  • 
argument  prevail  on  the  Indians  to  join 
the  congrefs,  a  clergyman  from  Bofton, 
a  celebrated  orator,  made  a  pompous 
oration,  addrefled  to  the  paflions  ;  near 
the  conclulion  of  which  he  took  up 
twelve  reeds,  faying,  “  Brethren,  if  you 
join  us,  we  lhall  be  like  the  twelve* 
reeds,  fo  ftrong  that  we  cannot  be  bro-  . 
ken :  we  fball  overcome,  and  trample 
our  enemies  under  our  feet :  But  if  you 
refufe  to  join  us,  brethren,  we  Iball  be  * 
each  of  us  like  a  lingle  reed,  thus  cnifli-, 
cd  (breaking  one)  by  the  king  beyond 
the  great  lake.**  On  this  rofe  up  an 
aged  warrior,  and  faid,  “  Brothers* 
fettle  your  difputes  among  yourfelves: 
we  Indians  will  not  interfere.  We  have 
received  many  favours  from  the*  king 
beyond  the  great  lake  ;  we  will  not  op- 
pofe  him  ;  he  has  done  us  no  hurt :  He 
is  like  one  great  flick,  much  bigger  and 
ftrongcr  than  all  yoUr  reeds,  llrethren, 
we  owe  you  no  ill ;  we  would  live  in 
peace  under  the  great  king :  Do  us  no 
injury  yourfelves,  and  we  will  not  hurt 
you.**  The  deputies  were  much  difap- 
jminted  at  their  reception  from  thc'ln- 
dians  ;  but  finding  they  would  not  join 
America,  the  .congrefs  now  rail  loudly, 
at  the  wanton  cruelty  of  govermncnt*i 
arming  the  favages  of  the  defort  to  op¬ 
pofe  them,  though  they  themfelves  firft 
endeavoured  to  arm  them  agalnll  go¬ 
vernment.** 

I'uefday  a  fliin  arrived  from  Quebec, 
which  brings  letters  dated  the  f>th  of  Ju¬ 
ly  from  thence,. ind  of  the  4th  from  Mon¬ 
treal.  They  inform  us,  that  gen.  Carle- 
ton  had  left  one  ihoiifond  of  the  foreign 
troops  to  garrifon  Quebec,  and  ns  many 
at  Montreal,  and  th.at  the  main  army, 
conliding  of  Sooo  regulars  and  icoo  Ca¬ 
nadians,  with  a  large  body  of  Indians, 
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m.iking  twelves  tribes,  were  getting  and 
allVinbling  the  vclTcls  and  batteaux  as 
fait  as  poflible  upon  Lake  Champlain,  in 
tin*  neighbourhood  of  St  John’s  (in 
which  they  had  already  made  great  pro- 
grefs),  towards  embaiking  the  army, 
and  proceeding  to  Crown  Point  in  pur- 
fiiit  of  the  rel>cls,  and  from  thence  to 
enter  the  province  of  New-York,  &c. 
Meanwhile,  nothing  could  exceed  the 
eagernefs  of  the  Bntifli  army  in  general 
to  come  up  with  the  enemy  ;  and  that 
feveral  parties  of  the  Indians  had  already 
made  cxcmrfions  through  the  woods  and 
fwamps  as  far  as  Crown  Point,  and  flain 
many  of  the  fcattered  provincials,  and 
were  frequently  bringing  in  fcalps  (al¬ 
though  ag.iinll  gen.  Carleton’s  orders) ; 
nor  is  it  poHible  for  him  to  prevent  it  cf- 
ftcHually,  or  thefe  lavages  to  delilt  from 
their  cruel  prartices. — The  king’s  army 
are  in  great  fpirits,  very  healthy,  and  a- 
lw)Und  with  all  forts  of  provilions. 

It  is  confidently  reported,  that  go- 
wrnment  receivc\l  advice  yefterday,  tiiat 
y.en.  Bui*goync  had  pali'cd  the  lakes,  and 
was  within  a  few  days’  march  of  New- 
York  ;  and  that  gen.  Ilowe  and  his  bro¬ 
ther  had  joiiiid,  and  were  proceeding  to 
Philadelphia. 

Py  an  c.nicrr  anived  in  twenty-three 
days  from  Halifax,  we  are  favoured 
with  the  following  particulars; — That 
the  i;di‘  June  capt.  Waldebiirgh, 
of  the  regiment  de  ctwps,  arrivcil  there 
ill  a  tranfport  from  F.ngland,  having  (ui 
boanl  capt.-lient.  Mikelaw,  lieut.  ITrfV, 
lecond-licut.  Canlcn,  anil  150  men  ;  on 
tlieir  paflage  they  fell  in  with  a  rebel  vef- 
1»1  bound  from  Newhery-port  to  the 
Wed -Indies,  which  he  attacked  and 
tv>ok  without  the  lofs  a  bugle  man  ; 
he  briMiglit  with  him  Ihc  above  pri/c, 
xvhich  is  condemned  for  the  benefit  of 
tht*  cantors.  The  vefiel  was  laden  with 
<)''0  barrels  of  flour,  belides  a  Urge 
quantity  of  tobacco  and  military'  Oores, 
and  is  efleemed  v.orth  belwinm  t  and 
4C00I,  I'hat  between  the  i  tth  and  i?ilh 
gen.Sticrn,  with  many  other  velVels,  ha¬ 
ving  on  board  the  liellians,  the  aid  ar.tl

l»*r.  0\\  the  19th  commiulore  Hotham, 

with  the  great efl  part  of  the  fleet,  was 
feen  ofi  t!ie  harbour,  bearing  d^iwn  for 
Port  Metreis,  \i  ho  lent  in, the  lame  d.ay 
Ihe  Ih  unr  frigate,  to  cimvoy  thither  all 
the  fliips  ready  for  fea,  whieli  acrording- 
iv  failed  the  day  following,  and  that  cn 
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the  13d  the  Eagle,  with  lord  Howe,  wi| 
feen  off  Chebudo  Head.  That  commo¬ 
dore  Arbuthnot  immediately  went  on 
board,  and  on  his  return,  the  Eagle  bore 
away  to  join  commodore  Hotham’s 
fleet.  A  day  or  two  after,  two  tranf- 
ports  with  the  colonels  Cox  and  Trc- 
launcy  came  into  Halifax,  and  departed 
the  18th,  under  convoy  of  the  Renown, 
capt.  Banks,,  leaving  one  vcflcl  with 
Helfians  on  board,  which  had  fpmng  a- 
leak.  The  fame  day  hay  for  the  light- 
horfe  came  round  from  the  bay  of  Fun- 
dy,  and  on  the  ill  of  July  the  regiment 
of  light  horfe,  and  the  above  tranfport 
of  Heflians,  with  a  company  of  Block’s 
grenadiers,  failed  to  join  the  grand  ar¬ 
my  under  convoy  of  the  Niger  frigate. 
This  account  includes  every  (hip  that 
failed  under  convoy  of  commodore  Ho¬ 
tham  and  the  Glafgow  fleet,  except  the 
Highlanders  which  joined  lord  Shuld- 
ham  on  the  paflage,  and  ihofe  taken  pri- 
timers. 

The  Friends,  Goodwill,  a  tranfport 
from  Clyde,  a  milling  11 1  ip,  is  fafe  arri¬ 
ved  at  Halifax,  with  the  troops  onboard. 

It  is  generally  believed  that  upon  the 
firll  fuccefsful  ftroke  flruek  by  gen. 
Howe,  that  every  one  of  the  late  dele¬ 
gates  will  immediately  confult  theirown 
fafety  and  retire  back  up  the  country. 

On  Monday  came  into  the  liarbour  of 
Plymouth  a  tranfport  from  America, 
with  fick  and  wounded  foldiers. 

I'lie  lords  of  the  admiralty  have  lent 
notice  to  the  Well-India  merchants, 
that  they  have  received  .advice  from  ad¬ 
miral  Gayton  at  Jamaica,  of  a  convoy 
being  appointed  to  come  to  England 
with  the  July  fleet;  that  the  admiral 
had  purchafed  armed  vclFels ;  that  ad¬ 
miral  Young  at  the  Leeward  Iflands  was 
likewife  purchafing  armed  veflcls ;  and 
that  their  lordihips  have  ordered  armed 
vcirels  to  be  purdiafed  here  ;  all  which 
are  intended  to  be  lent  as  a  farther  rein¬ 
forcement  to  the  Weft-India  fquadrons; 
Ihatexpiefics  are  fent  to  the  Weft-In¬ 
dies,  with  orders  that  tlie  late  convoys 
of  this  year  come  the  whole  voyage; 
a'ul  that  Ihips  of  war  are  feiit  from  Eng¬ 
land  to  cruize  in  the  traift  of  the  home- 
ward-bound  AVeft-India  Ihips. 

It  is  laid  the  prince  of  Hefle  hM  de¬ 
clared  himfelf  ready  to  fparc  another  bo¬ 
dy  of  10,000  mtn  to  the  Knglifli  court, 
(lionld  Inch  a  further  alhftancc  be  ne- 
cefl'ary  for  reducing  the  colonics  to  obe¬ 
dience.

Tdefilay  evening  fhe  coroncr’i  inqueft 
Cit  at  the  Bedford  Arms  in  Covent 
Garden,  on  the  body  of  the  hon.  John 
Dimer,  eldeft  fon  of  the  right  hon.  lord 
Milton,  who  Ihot  himfclf  through  the 
head  at  three  in  the  morning  of  the 
lame  day  at  the  faid  tavern.  After  a  ve¬ 
ry  deliberate  inquiry  into  the  circum- 
Itances  of  this  unfortunate  cafe,  at  ten 
o’clock  the  jury  brought  in  their  verdict, 
iMiacy. - It  is  fuppofed,  that  the  un¬ 

fortunate  gentleman  had  greatly  em- 
harralfed  himfelf  by  the  modern  prac¬ 
tice  of  granting  annuities,  having  recei- 
ced  no  lefs  than  ao,ooo  1.  for  annuities 
on  his  life.— He  was  heir  to  35,000 1.  a- 
year ;  and  has  left  a  widow  behind  him, 
but  no  family  to  lament  his  lofs. 

SCOTLAND. 

Edinburgh,  August  22. 

Laft  week  the  fchooner  Betfey,  of 
MiHachiifett*s-bay,  was  brought  into 
Greenock.  She  was  taken  by  the  Otter 
(loop  of  war,  aiul  fent  home  by  lord 
Dunmorc  to  be  condemned.  This  is 
the  firft  American  prize  brought  into 
Scotland. 

A  woolen  manufactory  was  eftablilh- 
ed  a  few  months  ago  at  Inverary%  under 
the  patn)nage  of  the  duke  of  Argyle, 
and  feveral  of  the  gentlemen  in  the  coun¬ 
ty.  The  duke  has  not  only  fublcribcd 
very  liberally,  but  has  alfo  built  all  the 
neceflary  honfes  for  carrying  on  the  dif¬ 
ferent  branches  of  the  manufacture,  and 
has  made  a  prefent  to  the  company  of 
the  utenfils  and  implements  proper  for 
tlMt  purpofe.  If  this  patriotic  underta¬ 
king  fucceeds,  which  there  is  little  doubt 
of,  it  will  be  of  great  advantage,  by  af¬ 
fording  a  really  market  for  the  wool  of 
the  country,  of  which  there  is  now  a 
greater  quantity  than  formerly,  the 
Highland  gentlemen  having  found  it  be¬ 
neficial  to  convert  great  part  of  their 
efiates  into  llieep  farms. 

Wc  hear  from  Elgin,  that,  upoo 
Thurfday  laft,  Mr  Alexander  Petrie, 
merchant  in  that  place,  and  his  family, 
Went  to  Lofiiemoiith  in  their  chaife. 
Hpon  their  return  home,  hating  called 
at  1  friend’s  houte  for  a  lliort  time,  it 
became  unneceflary  to  unyoke  the 
horfes  ;  in  which  fituarion  they  fudden- 
ly  broke  otf  while  Mr  Petrie  was  in  the 
way,  by  which  means  the  horl’cs  and 
ciaue  went  over  hini,  and  he  was  unfor¬ 


tunately  killed  on  the  fpot. — By  this  un¬ 
happy  accident  his  difconfolate  widow 
has  loft  a  loving  hufband,  his  relations 
an  affectionate  friend,  the  town  of  Elgin 
a  valuable  citizen,  and  his  acquaintances 
an  agreeable  companion.  He  was  af¬ 
fable,  generous,  humane,  and,  in  a  lite¬ 
ral  fenfe,  a  friend  to  mankind.  In  a 
word,  as  he  lived,  fo  he  died,  a  truly 
honeft  man  ;  moft  fincerely  regreted  by 
all  who  had  the  plcafure  of  bis  acquain¬ 
tance. 

On  Saturday  forenoon,  as  fome  of  the 
recruits  belonging  to  the  26th  regiment 
were  bathing,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
from  Aberdeen,  three  of  them  venturing 
too  far  in,  were  carried  otf  by  the  ebb- ' 
tide,  and  unfortunately  drowned. 

Laft  week  a  wager  of  five  guineas  w^as 
decided  at  Jedburgh  betwixt  three  Scots 
blackfmiths  aixi  three  Englilh.  The 
wager  was,  who  (hould  make  nine  do¬ 
zen  of  borfe-ftiocs  fooneft  and  beft.  The 
Scots  finilhed  their  firft  three  dozen  in 
two  hours  and  five  minutes.  The  Eng- 
lifh  fell  to  w'ork  ;  but  finding  they  were 
not  able  to  contend,  made  juft:  three 
fhoes,  and  laid  down  their  hammers, 
w  hich  put  an  end  to  the  conteft. 

On  Friday  night,  as  a  fhoemaker  was 
going  to  Meggetland  to  pay  away  fome 
money,  he  was  attacked  betwixt  Meg¬ 
getland  and  Myrelide,  about  two  miles 
from  Edinburgh,  by  two  men,  who  rob¬ 
bed  him  of  9 1.  15  s. 

On  Friday  laft  the  fnundation-frone 
of  a  ball  for  the  royal  company  of  ar¬ 
chers  was  laid,  rn  an  area  in  Hope-park, 
by  Willura  St  Clair  of  RoOin,  Efq;  pre- 
fuient  of  the  council  of  arched,  attend¬ 
ed  by  the  other  members.  Below  the 
foiindation-frone  wasdepofited  a  medal, 
iuferibed  thus :
